The Committee on the Grahd Treasurer’s accounts, 
having examined the same, made the following report, 
which was concurred in: 

The accompanying exhibit, marked A, as setting forth the amount 
which actually came into the hands of the Grand Treasurer the first day 
of December, A. D. 1835, A. L. 5835, they ask to be taken as a part of 
their report. By a reference to the exhibit aforesaid, it will be seen that 
the receipts of the Grand Treasurer, during the last fiscal year, actually 
received by him, amounted to $371 42£cts; of which sum he has dis- 


burscd, upon vouchers satisfactory to the committee, and which accompany 
this report, to the amount of $343 30, leaving a balance undisbursed of 
$28 12^, which is now in the hands of the Grand Secretary, ready to be 
placed to the credit of the Grand Lodge. 

The committee would beg leave further to remark, that it appears to 
your committee that the Grand Treasurer has not received either the- 
dividends declared on stock in the State Bank, nor dividends declared on 
stock in the Bank of the State during the last fiscal year. And we would 
respectfully beg leave to direct the attention of the Grand Lodge to this 
subject, in order that a proper action may be had, to dispose of those- 
funds in such way as they may be immediately under the controul of the 
Grand Lodge.

That since the reduction of the annual dues, there has been a rapid dimi- 
nution in the receipts of the Grand Lodge, so much so that in a short time 
it will be necessary to close our Grand Lodge, or keep it open at indi- 
vidual expense. As the source of our means has been stopped by the 
reduction of the dues, those on hand to support the Lodge will soon be 
exhausted. 

And as your committee hold themselves bound, as masons, to contrib- 
ute to the wants of the distressed, they are unwilling that the Grand 
Lodge of N. Carolina should be so straightened in her circumstances that 
it would be entirely unable to relieve the wants or distresses of any of 
our brethren or their widows or orphans. They therefore recommend the 
adoption of the resolution referred.

Resolved , That all Subordinate Lodges in this State now in arrears to 
the 'Grand Lodge, be, and they are hereby required to have the same ad- 
justed by or at the next Annual Communication; and if any Subordinate 
Lodge shall fail or refuse to comply with this resolution, it shall be the 
duty of the Grand Secretary to give such Lodge three months’ notice to 
appear by legal representative or representatives at the Annual Commu- 
nication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, to be held for the year 
1836, to show cause why the charter, jewels and property of such Lodge 
shall not be forfeited to this Grand Lodge; and if such Lodge shall fail to 
appear by a representative or representatives at the time aforesaid, the 
charter, Jewels and property thereof shall be held and deemed to be for- 
feited. 

The following report was submitted by the commit- 
tee on Communications from Grand Lodges: 

The committee on Communications from Grand Lodges, Report: 

That they have carefully examined the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodges, to wit of New Hampshire, Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
York, New Jersey, District of Columbia, Virginia, South Carolina, Mis- 
sissippi,' Louisiana, Florida, Ohio and Indiana; that they find nothing re- 
quiring the special notice or action of this Grand Lodge, further than to 
direct a continuance of the interchange of Communications. Your com- 
mittee perceive, with great satisfaction, the continued prosperity of the 
fraternity, notwithstanding the serious difficulties against which it has 
had to contend, in many parts of the Uuited States; and highly approve 
the firm, consistent and efficient course of the Grand Lodges oY New 
York, Rhode Island and Vermont. The committee unanimously con- 
cur in the sentiments expressed by the last mentioned Grand Lodge, 
in the following resolutions, which they ask leave to make part of this 
report: 

“ Resolved , That this Grand Lodge fed it a duty they owe themselves 
as well as the whole Masonic Fraternity, to declare, that while its indi- 
vidual members are left to the free and unmolested enjoyment of their sen- 
timents upon the various subjects connected with Religion and Politics , 
and the Tight to judge of men and their actions; they hereby most solemn- 
ly declare that Masonic bodies have not the right to connect the Insti- 
tution with the sectarian or party views of either; that any attempt 
thereat, is a gross innovation upon those principles, which among good 
and correct Masons are universally acknowledged , and should be uni- 
versally practised upon. 

Resolved , That the Grand Lodge do at this time, as they have hith- 
erto done, declare to the world that the ojject of their association and 
motives for continuing therein, are founded upon the principles of Broth - 
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trly Love, Relief and Truth . They disclaim the right of Masons to iu- 
flict corporeal punishment, and acknowledge no other right to enforce 
obedience from its members, but Reprimand , Suspension and Expulsion *' 
Respectfully submitted.

The petition of the undersigned respectfully sheweth: That he is a 
Mason, and has been a member of Hiram Lodge, in this City. That 
some time since, in an evil hour, he gave way to the seducing vice of in- 
temperance, for which he was suspended from the benefits of Masonry, 
for a certain length of time, by the said Lodge. That he afterwards con- 
ducted himself in such a manner as to be restored to favour; but in ari 
evil hour, suffering himself again to be seduced by his prevailing sin, he 
was expelled. Having since seen the error of his ways, and being de- 
termined to refrain from intoxication for the future, he -prays that you 
would extend to him that truly masonic virtue, charity; and that he may 
be restored to all the benefits of Masonry, in as full and ample a manner 
as if he had never been expelled; and he will as in duty bound ever 
pray, &c.
